Mr. S. Hulls, the promoter, told 
me Neusel would definitely fight

ary. 


It was Neusel who, from the fifth « 


round onwards, dictated how the 
“ Aght should go,, Neusel is a close- 
quarter .battler pure” and simple. 
. Hé"has one idea only—to get with- 
{n half-arm punching distance and 
hammer away with hts: slow, cum- 
bersome but weighty punches. 
At first: Foord boxed well, He 
opened With a nice, solid left to 
the face'and kept Neusel well away. 


But in the fifth round Neus¢l did, 


exactly, as he did in both ‘his vic- 
tories over. Jack Petersen: he 
 purled his chin in his massive right 
_shoulder, stoppea,. and came 
steadily.on until he found his man. 
Any punches that might find 
thelr way through the guard of 
his thick arms he accepted without 
* stopping. “Foord’s letts might. have 
. been so many straws. The. Ger- 
man sought his objective as a tank 
“goes through a wall; and, having 
got there, he hit with force and 
hit until his opponent clinched or 
backed away. BW ae . 
‘SLOW MOTION! 


From ‘that fifth round until. the 
end the fight went on precisely 
those Ilnes. If you had seen one 
round you had seen all, excepting 
that later on Foord changed his 
methods of meeting the Neuse!’ at- 


» tack, and that, os both tired, the 


German machine was reduced to 
slow motion or rather, one should 
say, slower motion, without. ever 
being less effective. 

Foord’s change of idea was to 
meet Neusel with a right or left 
nook to the body.’ Very severe, 
some of these punches were, but 
never severe enough to turn Neusel 
from his path by so much as one 
degree. 

‘the 
South African was worn down. His, 
lack of boxing technique had no 
answer to the tank. methods of 
Neusel. He scored, and scored 
often. At times he aroused en- 
thusiasm by 2 gallant attatk. But 
when the fight was .half-way 
through nothing but an: accident 
could prevent the Gernian winning. 

Nafurally, the’ monotony of it 
was'a trifle boring at times. What 
maintained the interest was 
Foord's pluck. He never gave up 
‘antil the Iast round of all, when 
both he and Neusel were too tired 
to deliver a punch of, any’ con- 
seauente. ‘ 


NEUSEL IN DANGER 


There was just one moment 
whén Neusel seemed to be in some 
danger—a curious affair. In the 
seventh round Foord rushed Neusel 
to. the ropes and over them. 
Neusel scrambled back, only to be; 
hurtled over the’ top rope again. 
This time Foord went with an 
on top. 

It took Foord some seconds to 
get back, and he had to Jean on 

. ‘the man beneath him for Jeverage 
to do s0. 

Meanwhile the: referee, Mr, Jack 
Smith, of Manchester, was steadily 
counting, and one’ witnessed, the 
absurd scene of the German 

. scrambling frantically underneath 
the lower rope to get. within the 
ring before being counted out. Mr. 
Smith -had actually reached seven 
or eight before Neusel was on his 
feet. 

_, Apparently Foord thought he 

. had done‘some damage. He fought 
furiously immediately afterwards. 
Saige Neusel was unhurt and. went 

tw jhis corner smiling at the end 
of the round. a 

‘The body attack of the German: 
was incessant in the tenth round, 
and in-the next. he suddenly shot’ 
a ‘left. hook to: the jaw, which. 
caused Foord to stagger and sag at 
thie knees. Had Neusel-the spect: 

- at that moment he could have: won 
“py ‘a, knock-out. -He never was 
quick on: his feét, however, and 


strong " young, 


Foord, by staggering away, avoided 
trouble, and before the end of the 
Found was fighting strongly again. 


RESULT DISAPPOINTING _ ; 
From our point of view the re- 
sult was a bitter disappointment. 
Neusel 1s almost a veteran of the 
ring,.and although he has. fought 
some of the best in the world in 
his day he has also received some 
very severe beatings. Any, boxer of 
pretensions to world class ought’ to 
defeat him, despite his strength 
and his experience. 

What others have done against 
his “tank” attack successfully 
Foord was unable to do, I have 
never pretended that he was any- 
thing but'a strong fighter, lacking 
footwork, and possessing simply. 
good punch and plenty of courage. 
His footwork was not good enough 
to enable him to stand off and box. 
Only ‘his strength and grit” re- 
mained. 


NEUSEL EASY TARGET 

I would point out again that 
Neusel's margin was never great 
in any round until towards the 
end. He wasvan easy target for 
blows that failed to disturb him. 
There Were many who thought the 
verdict was wrong, but In my view 
{t was right~very definitely. 

Foord, I am..fraid, has still much 
to Jearn. He has made progress 
but not. nearly enough to raise the 
hope in our hearts.that he will 
carry’ the British colours into the 
world zone of heavy-welght fight- 
ing. 

Afterwards. Neusel admitted that 
it was “one of the ‘hardest’ Oghts 
of my life” He added, “I knew I 
had to make up a lot in the closing 
rounds, and I went all out.” —~ 

Foord’s remark was,,Well, It’s 
all. in the game. Some will agree, 
I think. that I deserved to draw. 
T feel I, won most of the early

|GEn. GOUGH AND GAS. MASKS FROM FRESH FRUIT ALL 


FIFTH ARMY 


“Time The, Truth © 
‘Came € Out” 


TRIBUTE 1 TO HIS 
- MEN 


General Gough. speaking at a 
supper and concert of “old com- 
rades” of the Fifth Army at Well- 
ington. Barracks recently, defended 
the Fifth Army against what he 
termed the “obloquy" of the many 
years since the war. The General, 
who. was greeted with the singing 
of. “For He's a Jolly Good Fellow” 
from the.several hundred men 
present, said:— . 

_ “The Fifth Army has been very 
much in the limelignt lately. One 
comes to look back eighteen years. 
We not only went through a ter- 
rible struggle. a terrible ordeal, 
when lt was over, through 
many years of what I might al- 
most call obluquy; and those were 
nearly ai hard as those elght or 
ten days of desperate struggle 
we had in France. i 
. “Now I do think it was about 
time that the truth came out, and 
when the country,should ‘really 
understand, what this army was 
asked to do and how {t did lt. We 
ure the survivors of a great band, 
of a great army, and although it 
may" seem that there are,a lot of 
you altting round thig table, there 
are & great many more whose 
bones are lying “across that forty- 
one miles of front in France whom 
we left behind. This army was 
asked to undertake a very great 
task. It was mot only great and 
important. it was vital: but, also, 
the unfortunate thing was that we 
were asked to undertake it in con- 
ditions which handicapped us very. 
very much. 

LEFT UNSUPPORTED. 


-. “We were left unsupported; we 
were left with insufficient numbers 
to bein with, and with .insuf- 
ficient support once the attack be- 
gan. .. That, therefore, threw a tre- 
mendous burden upon us to keep 
the line golng. to keep the line; in- 
tact, and to prevent the Germans 
bursting through as they nopec to 
do, expected to sik and intended to 
do. 

“What we aia we did by the 
superhuman efforts, by the gallan- 
try, self sacrifice, and also the 
initiative of all sorts and condi- 
tions of men—officers, non-com- 
missioned officers, and private 
soldiers—most of them. having 
been brought up in a civilian home 
without a very long military a 
ing. « 
“Yet they. were rea] soldiers; anda. 
in a moment of great crisis they 
showed themselves to be soldiers, 
and acted like soldlers—and by 
that I mean there waa a greet deal 
of skill and courage and initiative 
and using ground; how long you 
should hang on to one place; how 
you should retreat; when you 
should take up a new line. 


INDIVIDUAL HEROES. © 


“All those are matters ‘of some 
skill and some natural instinct. 
and those great soldierly qualities 
were shown by officers and men of 
the Fifth Army. I may take soma 
credit for some things, but, in the 
main, {} was a soldier's battle. It 
was the individual soldiers, on the 
battlefield, the officers and men in 
small parties fighting for days and 
nights, who won the battle. I do 


not think’I need remind-you or re~ | 


count to you the sort of thing that 
did happen,” he added. 

Referring to the incident when 
General H. C. Jackson rallied the 
men with a hunting horn, Gener- 
al Gough exclaimed, “Goodness 
Knows how he had's hunting horn 
with him.” 


Later he repeated, “It was not! 


my doing; tt was a soldier’s bat- 
tle. That fact fills me with an 
immense ddmiration, an immense 
respect, and an immense affection 
for. men who would show such 
spirit and such self-sacrifice.” 
Comradeship and affection, pride 


dn oneself, in what they had to 


do, pride in the country, and pride 
in the unit still existed,:-he went 
on, and it. formed a tremendous 
bond between them all.

In the past large coal has’ gene- 
tally realized the highest prices, 
but to meet the needs of modern 
industrial practice and the. capa- 
tty of the modern coal cellar, 
graded and cleaned coal of smal- 
ler sizes !s now equally or more 
valuable for’ many purposes, To 
meet this new demand the. prac- 
tice of sizing of coal by screening 
and in some cases the augmenting 
of certain sizes by . deliberate 
breaking of large coal, such as 
has long been the practice with 
Welsh anthracite, is extending In, 
districts where the market for 
{large coal ts diminishing, 

The questions of deliberate 
breakage and o% preservation of 
sizes are being investigated by the 
Fuel Research. Station and by the 
staff of the Coal.Survey Labora- 
tories, Work on the problem 18 
being carried out in co-operation 
with a number of collieries, partl- 
cularly tn South Wales. a 

Another matter in connection 
with the grading of coal to which 
the report refers {ss the large 
number of different size grades 
that are belng placed upon the 
market! There appears litte 
‘doubt, the report states, that a 
reduction In the number of these 
grades will simplify the selling of

Promising results have been ob- 
tained with apparatus or the 
maintenance of atmosphere «in 
which the concentrations of both 
oxygen and ‘carbon dioxide are in- 
dependently controlled at levels 


as low as five per cent. 


PRESERVING PEARS 


Work on the gas storage of | 


home-grown pears has ‘proceeded 
far enough to justify the state- 
ment that there is no regson why 
this fruit should not be stored ‘on 
the commercial seale tor periods 
up to six months. 

Trials of the refrigerated gas- 


» storage of “Conference” pears, in 


particular, have been made with 
definite results. First-class flavour, 
texture, and appeatance can be 


obtained ‘after long periods of 


storage.:'The lItmiting factor in 
the supply of homegrown! fruit of 
this varlety for consumption be- 
yond the normal season . is now 
the quantity. grown,’and not the 
ability to keep it. 

The storage of tomatoes, sald 
the official, both for short and for 
long periods is being investigated. 
but it fs hampered by the fact 
that little 1s known of the Phyuio- 
logy of this fruit.

asleep-in a side.cublcle when he 
beard the nolse of a person push- 
ing open the cubicle door, He 
awakened and saw three mn en- 
ter, One of the intruders flashed 
a torch on ,Tang whe another 
drew a revolver and pointed it at 
him at the same'tlme telling him 
not to move or make a noise, The 
rabber who was armed with a re- 
volver then asked Tang for his 
money and’ Tang replied that he 
had” none.

From under Tang’s pillow they 
took $40 in Hong Kong bank notes 
and a further, $240 was garnered

! pairs of rattan bangles mounted 
with gold in three parts, valued at 
$600, and from a shelf above’ his} 
bed was taken a gold ‘wrlet watch, 
valued at $60. .
